Twenty-one were taken 
to Plainfield hospital, wiiile the less se­ 
riously injured went on to Jersey City 
aud -New Y'ork. 
Luginecr Piendergast, who weighs 
almo.'t oOO pounds, jumped too late, 
lie W'as caugiit under his engine aud 
for three hours lay pinioned in fright- 
till agony. 
Wiien at last a huge crane 
lifted the iron oil his body he was found 


8 0 badly injured that he is ex pected to 
die. 
Engineer Kick of the local was found 
on the tracks so badly iujured that little 
hope was entertained of his recovery. 
Despite the blood that flowed from his 
mouth, Kick gurglep out: “ Some one 
gave wTjug orders. 
1 know now it 
happened, but i can’t speak now.” 
In this connection, W. O. bprigg, the 
superintendent of the Easton and Am­ 
boy division of the Lehigh Valley, said: 
“ J he accident is evidently due ton 
blunder in orders.” 
Uu this section of the Lehigh Valley 
the block system is not in use.

traiu dispatcher at Easton, who has 
charge of the territory, is saiu to have 
wired to the operator at South Flaiu- 
iieiii to let No. 71, the local, come 
througii, but later there came a mes­ 
sage troin Easton to hold all w'estbound 
traffic.

Manila , Jan. 10.—It was just possi­ 
ble that today would see a peaceful so­ 
lution of the situation. 
Meaiuvuile all sorts of alarmist ru­ 
mors were in circulation. 
The United 
States authorities were taking every 
preciutiou; the troops m quarters were 
under arms aud the Califoiniaus had 
disembarked from the transports. 
Tiie natives, it W’as reported, had been 
ordered not to w’ork for the Americans 
and tin emnloyes in the commissary de­ 
partment had gone on strike. 
Many 
iiaiives were leaving the city. 
Major General Utis, however, had 
the wliole situation thoroughly in hand. 
A seceiid proclamation by .vguin- 
uldo, l eaiiiig tne same date as the one 
which immediately followt'd the procla­ 
mation of .Major General Otis, based 
uponf're>ident McKinlt y’siiistruciions. 
first appeared on the streets, but it was 
alleged to have been recalled. 
Its f'rius 
were much mure vehement than those 
used in the first prockimatioii. 
Aguin- 
aldo thrertened to drive the Americans 
Iroiii the islands, called the Deity to 
witness that their blood would be on 
their own heads if it was shed and de­ 
tailed at greater length the promises he 
claimed were made by the Americana 
as to the part of the insurgents in the 
campaign. 
it was believed that this second proc­ 
lamation was the original draft which 
was not adopted by the Filipino con­ 
gress at Maloios. 
San F kanclsco ,

Diaz, leader of tne ten Spanish priests 
from Manila who were in this city on 
the way to i'anama, said in part: 
“ The Filipinos are not naturally war­ 
like aud would not be now opposing 
the United ^tates were it not for the 
Itaders who are spurring them on. 
Tiiese leaders are in the work .solely tor 
personal gain, and would prove hard 
masters for the weaker portion of the 
natives should they gam tn-j power. 
“ As to Aguualdo him.self, ho is a 
cralty fellow, and has a following 
among those people who hope to climb 
by his advancement, 
i do not consider 
Aguiiialdo personally re.sponsiblo for all 
the Lraiaiiiy shown our friurs, yet he 
could iiave prevented a good portion of 
It if he had seen fit to do so.” 
VVASiii\(iToN, Jan. 10.—It was be­ 
lieved at the war department that Gen­ 
eral tJtis was framing a plan of cam­ 
paign wnicn would re.-îult in the ex ten­ 
sion of his control over the island of 
Pauay at least without actual hostili­ 
ties or, if it must come to warfare, then 
witii the least possible ex posure of the 
American troops. 
Propably the first 
step iu this campaign was taken by this 
time ill the establishment of a camp on 
the island of Guiamaras, lying a few 
miles from Iloilo and easily accessible 
to warships.

He stated in the most emphatic terms i 
that no alarming news ha<i come from |

sched. 
He was of the opinion that the 
insurgents have been so long imposed 
upon that they are naturally suspicious 
aud fear the worst if they surrender 
their 8tronghold.-imto the eands of the 
United States. 
The policy to be adopted is a gentle 
one. 
Persuasion will be used before 
powder. 
That will be the last resort, 
and Secretary Alger was optimistic in 
his views that it would never l» e uecea- 
sary.

He believed the Filipi­ 
nos would become less suspicious when 
they understood more fuliy the inten­ 
tion of tins country.

The other cars, though their occu­ 
pants were badly shaken, stayed on the 
track.

From Dunellen, Bound Brook and 
other places doctors were qvickly sum­ 
moned. They came over the Central 
railroad of New Jersey. Relief aud 
wrecking trains were quickly on hand. 
As the dead were taken from the de­ 
molished car they were put in the rear 
cars of the excursion train and taken to 
Bound Brook later. 
The injured were put in the cars of 
the local train. Twenty-one were taken 
to Plainfield hospital, while the less se­ 
riously injured went ou to Jersey City 
aud .New York. 
Engineer Prendergast, who weighs 
almo.>t 500 pounds, jumped too late. 
He was caugnt under his engine and 
for three hours lay pinioned in fright­ 
ful agony. When at last a huge crane 
lified the iron off his body he was found 
so badly injured that he is expected to 
die. 
Engineer Rick of the local was found 
on the tracks so badly injured that little 
hope was entertained of his recovery. 
Despite the blood that flowed from his 
mouth, Kick gurglep out: “Some one 
gave wrmg orders. I know now it 
happened, but I can’t speak now.” 
in this connection, W. O. Sprigg, the 
superintendent of the Easton and Am­ 
boy division of the Lehigh Valley, said: 
“ J he accident is evidently due to v 
blunder in orders,” 
On this section of the Lehigh Valley 
the block system is not in use. The 
train dispatcher at Eastou, who has 
charge of the territory, is said to have 
wired to the operator at South Plain­ 
field to let No. 71, the local, come 
through, but later there came a mes­ 
sage from Eastou to hold all westbound 
traffic. It is alleged that the latter 
nu ssage was ovi Hooked. Some say it 
was not handed to the operator, but 
whichever way it was, the westbound 
tram was allowed on its track, and from 
everything that could be learned, the 
collision was plainly duo to a mistake 
iu orders and to no negligence of the 
train crews.

first appeared on the streets, but it was 
alleged to have been recalled. Its terms 
were much more vehement than those 
used in the hist proclamation. Aguin­ 
aldo three teued to drive the Americans 
trom the islands, called the Deity to 
witness that their blood would be on 
their own heads if it wa9 shed and de­ 
tailed at greater length the promises he 
claimed were made by the Americans 
as to the part of the insurgents in the 
campaign. 
it was believed that this second proc­ 
lamation was the original draft which 
was not adopted by the Filipino con­ 
gress at Malolos.

He stated in tho most emphatic terms 
that no alarming news had come from 
General Otis aud that he did not be­ 
lieve a shot had been fired so far or that 
one w ould be tired. He was confident 
that General Miller would be able to 
handle the situation successfully and 
obtain control of Iloilo without blood- 
sched. He was of the opinion that the 
insurgents have been so long imposed 
upon that they are naturally suspicious 
aud fear the worst if they surrender 
their strongholds!nto the eands of the 
United States. 
The policy to be adopted is a gentle 
one. Persuasion will be used before 
powder. 
That will be the last resort, 
and Secretary Alger was optimistic in 
his views that it would never lie neces­ 
sary. The president, it was said, also 
view the situation in a similarly hope­ 
ful manuer. He believed the Filipi­ 
nos would become iess suspicious when 
they understood more fully the inten­ 
tion of this country. 
He believed that 
careful work on the part of prudent of­ 
ficials would convince the Filipinos of 
the earnestness of the United States 
and of the purpose of this government 
to protect their lives and property.

Beet for export was tagged aud that 
for domestic consumption was stamped 
by the government inspector. The meat 
was then chilled, packed in ice and salt 
in refrigerator cars and shipped to dif­ 
ferent cities. 
Most of the government 
orders were immediate, and the meat 
was taken from tile chill room aud 
shipped on the day of the order. 
\\ it ness said that beef which is held 
under refrigeration for three or four 
weeks will take oil a fungus growth. 
This indicated the ripening of the beef 
and improved it. It wus caused by the 
juices ut the meat dissolving the tissues. 
The only complaint made by the com­ 
missary department, so far as the wit­ 
ness knew, was against the shipment on 
the Manitoba, which was thrown over­ 
board Sept. in. He was positive that tho 
cond.tioii of the meat when it arrived 
at Porto Hico was good. 
Mr. Wilder aud several other em- j 
ploy es of Swift & Co. said that no 
chemicals were used by the concern in J 
che preparation of the beef, aud that the ;

F. {Swift, the head of the firm of 
Swift & Co., in a portion of his testi­ 
mony, denied that chemicals were used. 
Mr. {swiit said there were six large 
firms engaged in the export beef busi­ 
ness which amounted roundly to $28,- 
i OO,OOO annually. The entire business 
of bis own company for the past year 
amounted to apout $*150,000,000. They 
had done a large amount of business 
with Hie English army, one year fur* 
uisning <5 per cent of the fresh beef in 
England and they never had any oom- 
plaints as to the quality or condition of 
the meat furnished. Mr. Swift.said the 
most si cere test of refrigerated meat 
ne had ever made in actual practice was 
a cargo sold in Liverpool 48 days killed 
an i reported in fair condition on de­ 
livery.

L isbon, Jan. IO.— [Special J—Theodore 
Pryor w a s taken into com m on pleas 
conrtroom yesterday afternoon 
w hile 
th e motion to quash the indictm ent 
against him was being argued. 
His 
counsel, as announced yesterday, filed a 
m otion asking leave to w ithdraw the 
plea of not guilty,aud to plead especially 
to the indictm ent. 
Judge Sm ith perm itted the motion to 
be argued w ith the special pleas to the 
indictm ent. 
T hey were a plea in abate­ 
m ent and a motion to quash the indict­ 
m ent. 
The defendant claims that the 
grand jury by w hich he was indicted 
w as not drawn and em paneled in ac­ 
cordance w ith the directions of the 
coart and tho law ; and that the indict­ 
m ent is defective in that it does not 
state w here Henry Clark, the murdered 
m an, died. 
U nder his plea of abate­ 
m ent he claim s the sheriff turned the 
jury w heel to mix the nam es and then 
drew out the nam es w ithout looking 
and handed them to the clerk. 
B y the 
la w he is only to turn the w heel to mix 
th e ballots, and the clerk m ust draw 
them out. 
Pryor’s counsel adm it that 
this is a mere technicality, but the 
gravity of the charge against him w ar­ 
rants them in taking advantage of any 
technicality. 
U nder the motion to quash the indict­ 
m ent Pryor claim s that the place of the 
crime is not sufficiently stated. 
W hile 
he udmits the indictm ent says the blow 
w as struck in Columbiana county it does 
not say w here Clark died. 
H e claim s 
Clark’s death is a material elem ent for 
the crime, and the place of all material 
elem ents m ust be stated in the indict­ 
m ent. 
T he accused is supposed to have 
w aived all defects w hich m ay be ex ­ 
cepted to by motion to quash or a plea 
in abatem ent w hen he pleads guilty or 
not guilty, but it has been custom in 
this court to have the prisoner enter his 
plea and if his counsel finds a defect to 
permit him to w ithdraw the plea in a 
reasonable tim e und to plead to the in ­ 
dictm ent. 
Judge Sm ith permitted the plea of not 
guilty to be w ithdraw n, but held that if 
th e sheriff by direction of the clerk aud 
in his presence, and did it fairly and 
honestly, the act would be legal, the 
la w being directory and not mandatory. 
On the motion to quash the judge held 
th at the striking of the mortal blow was 
th e essence of the c r im e ; that from the 
reading of the indictm ent 
inference 
w ould be drawn that Clark died in 
C olum biana county, but if the evidence 
should show beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Clark died elsewhere w ithin a year 
and a day that w ould be sufficient to 
oonyiot. 
Both plea in abatem ent and 
motion to quash the indictm ent were 
overruled. 
To the ruling the defendant 
excepted, and Pryor w as taken back to 
jail. 
Attorney Martin said last night that 
th ey m ay not be able to secure im port­ 
ant witnesses, and it is possible the case 
w ill not com e up next week.

“ Americans do not dream of the w on­ 
derful things that are going on in Rus- 
H a ,” 
said 
Mr. 
W. 
E. 
Bratton, 
an 
American m ining engineer, to a W ash­ 
ington Post reporter recently. 
“ I have been in Siberia for a year in 
the interest of a London company, aud 
w hile in tho czar’s dominions I found 
out enough to make me absolutely cer­ 
tain that the Russians contemplate tho 
execution of tho most gigantic scheme 
of territorial absorption ever undertaken 
by any race on this earth. 
There is no 
lim it to their ambition, and the idea of 
failure in their plans is not conceiva- 
ble. 
To begin w ith, the will of the 
Russian people is absolute and not the 
caprice of tho czar, as most of our coun­ 
trymen are apt to think. 
The czar eau 
no more go contrary to public opinion 
in his empire than tho president of the 
United States can defy the wishes of 
the American people. 
“ In a long talk w ith a high Russian 
official last summer ho outlined to me 
the national programme. 
Among other 
things ho said: ‘Tho great belt of open 
country lying between the Ural m oun­ 
tains and tho Pacific ocean aud includ­ 
ed w ithin the north temperate zone is 
going to be thrown open for settlement. 
It w ill be a breeding ground for m il­ 
lions of our race. 
W e w ill rear count­ 
less numbers of men and women, and 
half the men w ill bo trained for war. 
We w ill be able by that tim e to put 
more soldiers in tho field than all the 
rest of Luropo put together. When this 
condition arrives w hat power or what 
combination of powers w ill be able to 
stop us? Am erica w ill be our only ri­ 
val, but between us and the great re­ 
public across tho sea there w ill b e n o 
clash, for she w ill bo supreme in lu r 
quarter of tho world as w e w ill be in 
Europe aud central Asia. 
“ * We aro satisfied with present home 
conditions, but just as soon as the op­ 
portune tim e comes we w ill without 
bloodshed or revolution dispense with 
tho czar and have a representative gov 
ernmeut. 
Look now at the condition of 
Europe. There ore really but four lead­ 
ing 
powers— Russia, 
England, 
Ger­ 
many aud France. France is fast disap­ 
pearing as a factor in the* situation, for 
either she w ill go to the w all through 
some crisis like that now threatening 
her or by the sure process of internal 
decay. 
England thou w ill seize upon 
all her territorial 
possessions. 
In a 
quarter of a century from uow Frauce 
w ill be of no more consequence than 
Spain is today. 
Then Germany w ill be 
left between England and Russia, and 
Germany, too, w ill be unable to stand 
the test of the survival of the fittest. I 
don’t say these things w ill occur in a 
few years, but a century is nothing iu 
the history of nations. 
“ ‘N ow , then, w h at have w e left but 
a fight to the finish between the Slav 
and the Anglo-Saxon? After all, racial 
antipathy is at the bottom of the strife. 
The Russian despises the Briton, aud 
the hatred is returned w ith vengeance. 
In the long run we shall beat England. 
W e w ill do it by sheer force of n u m ­ 
bers if through no other means. 
E ng­ 
land can continue to boast of her su­ 
premacy on the seas, but it m eans com ­ 
paratively little there, for w e w ill shut 
her out of all eastern ports, and by laud 
she w ill no more compare w ith us than 
a pygm y w ith a giant.

Pryor w as taken info com m on pleas 
conrtroom yesterday afternoon 
w hile 
th e motion to quash the indictm ent 
against him was being argued. 
His 
counsel, as announced yesterday, filed a 
m otion asking leave to w ithdraw the 
plea of not guilty,and to plead especially 
to tho indictm ent. 
Judge Sm ith permitted the motion to 
be argued with the special pleas to the 
indictm ent. 
They were a plea in abate 
m ent and a motion to quash the indict 
anent. 
The defendant claim s that the 
grand jury by which he was indicted 
w as not drawn and em paneled in ac 
cordance w ith the directions of tho 
court and the law ; and that the indict* 
m ent is defective in that it does not 
state where Henry Clark, tho murdered 
m an, died. 
Under his plea of abate* 
m ent ho claims the sheriff turned the 
jury w heel to mix the names and then 
drew out tho nam es w ithout looking 
and handed them to the clerk. 
By tho 
la w he is only to tarn the w heel to mix 
th e ballots, and the clerk m ust draw 
them out. 
Pryor’s counsel admit that 
this is a mere technicality, but the 
gravity of the charge against him war* 
rants them in taking advantage of auy 
technicality. 
U nder the motion to quash tho indict­ 
m ent Pryor claims that the place of the 
crime is not sufficiently stated. 
W hile 
he admits tho indictm ent says tho blow 
w as struck in Columbiana county it does 
not say w here Clark died. 
H e claims 
Clark’s death is a material elem ent for 
the crime, and the place of all material 
elem ents must be stated iii the indict­ 
m ent. 
The accused is supposed to have 
w aived all defects w hich m ay be e x ­ 
cepted to by motion to quash or a plea 
in abatem ent w hen he pleads guilty or 
not guilty, but it has been custom in 
this court to have the prisoner enter his 
plea and if his counsel finds a defect to 
permit him to w ithdraw the plea in a 
reasonable tim e and to plead to the in 
dict ment,. 
Judge Sm ith permitted the plea of not 
guilty to be w ithdraw n, but held that if 
the sheriff’ by direction of the clerk aud 
in his presence, and did it fairly and 
honestly, the act would be legal, the 
la w being directory and not mandatory. 
On the motion to quash the judge held 
that the striking of the mortal blow was 
th e essence of the c r im e ; that from the 
reading of the indictm ent 
inference 
w ould be drawn that Clark died in 
Colum biana county, but if the evidence 
should show beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Clark died elsewhere w ithin a year 
and a day that would be sufficient to 
convict. 
Both plea in abatement and 
motion to quash the indictm ent were 
overruled. 
To the ruling the defendant 
excepted, and Pryor was taken back to 
jail. 
Attorney Martin said last night that 
they m ay not bo able to secure im port­ 
ant witnesses, and it is possible the case 
w ill not come up next week.

“ I have been in Siberia for a year in 
tho interest of a London company, arid 
w hile in the czar’s dominions I found 
out enough to make me absolutely cer­ 
tain that tho Russians contemplate tho 
execution of tho most gigantic scheme 
of territorial absorption ever undertaken 
by auy race on this earth. 
There is no 
lim it to their ambition, and tho idea of 
(ailuro in their plans is not conceiva­ 
ble. 
To begin with, the will of tho 
Russian people is absolute and not the 
caprice of tho czar, as most of our coun­ 
trymen are apt to think. 
The czar can 
no more go contrary to public opinion 
in his empire than tho president of the 
United States can defy the wishes of 
tho American people. 
"In a long talk w ith a high Russian 
official last summer ho outlined to mo 
the national programme. 
Among other 
things ho said: ‘Tho great bolt of open 
country lying between the Ural m oun­ 
tains and tho Pacific ocean aud includ­ 
ed w ithin the north temperate zone is 
going to bo thrown open for settlement. 
It w ill bo a breeding ground for m il­ 
lions of our race. 
We w ill rear count­ 
less numbers of men aud women, aud 
half the men w ill bo trained for war. 
We w ill be ohio by that time to put 
more soldiers in tho field than all the 
rest of Buropo pct together. When this 
condition arrives what power or what 
combination of powers w ill be able to 
stop us? A m erica w ill bo cur only ri­ 
val, but between us and the great re­ 
public acrose tho sea there will bo no 
clash, for she w ill bo supreme iii lier 
quarter of tho world as w e w ill be in 
Europo and central Asia. 
“ ‘ We aro satisfied w ith present home 
conditions, but just as soon as the op­ 
portune tim e comes we w ill without 
bloodshed or revolution dispense w ith 
tho czar and have a representative gov 
em inent. 
Look now at the condition of 
Luropo. There aro really but four lead 
ing 
powers— Russia, 
England, 
Ger­ 
many and France. France is fast disap­ 
pearing as a factor in the situation, for 
either she w ill go to the w all through 
some crisis like that now threatening 
her or by the sure process of internal 
decay. 
England then w ill seize upon 
all her territorial 
possessions. 
In a 
quarter of a century from now France 
w ill be of no more consequence than 
Spain is today. 
Then Germany w’ill be 
left between England and Russia, and 
Germany, too, w ill bo unable to stand 
the test of the survival of the fittest. I 
don’t say these things w ill occur in a 
few years, bat a century is nothing in 
the history of nations. 
“ ‘N ow, then, w hat have w e left but 
a fight to the finish between the Slav 
and the Anglo-Saxon? 
After all, racial 
antipathy is at the bottom of the strife. 
The Russian despises the Briton, and 
the hatred is returned w ith vengeance. 
In the long run w e shall beat England. 
We w ill do it by sheer force of n u m ­ 
bers if through no other means. 
Eng- I 
land can continuo to boast of her su­ 
premacy on tho seas, but it m eans com ­ 
paratively little there, for we w ill shut 
her out of all eastern ports, and hy land 
she W’ill no more compare w ith us than 
a pygm y w ith a giant. 
“ ‘See what w e have already done in 
the acquisition of Turkestan, Manchu­ 
ria and Mongolia. As sure astate China 
— not a part, but all of it— w ill in no 
distant tim e bo an integral part of the 
great Russian empire. 
There is no h u ­ 
man power that can stop us. 
Our Sibe­ 
rian railroad is but the beginning of a 
system of railw ay lines that w ill pene­ 
trate every part of China and w ill make 
our hold on that country permanent, 
aud I can tell you still more. 
Russia 
doesn’t want any outsiders in China or 
auy other part of her Asiatic dominions, 
and w hen the tim e comes she w ill say 
to England aud to Germany aud even 
to the United (States, T his territory ii 
exclusively for ns; we do not mean to 
be rude; but, gentlemen, you must get 
out. 
And get out they w ill, for, w ith 
all the railways in our possession and 
w ith a m illion soldiers, w ho w ill oppose 
us?’ 
“ This was only a arnall part of what 
m y Russian friend told me, but before 
I left the country I talked w ith other 
high class men, aud every one confirm­ 
ed his statements. 
My own judgment 
is that there is nothing improbable or 
visionary in the programme. 
I think 
that Russia is as certain to dominate 
Asia as w e are to rule this continent. 
The Englishm en I m et abroad are cer 
lain that ultim ately they have got to 
fight Russia, for the Slav is not going 
to be satisfied with Korea, China, Per­ 
sia and the rest. He has poshed his iron 


Highway witnin VO m iles or tne Indian 
frontier and dreams of the day when 
be w ill strip John Bull cf all his pos­ 
sessions there. 
This ho can do just as 
easily os he could take Canada, for the 
geographical situation is almost ideuti 
cal. ” 
Another American observer who has 
been journeying in tho czar s domains 
is John VV Bookwalter of Ohio. 
Ho 
spent three mouths in Russia, much of 
which time was passed in travel along 
the lines of new railways boing laid by 
tho c z a r ’s government in Asia. His con 
elusions arc somewhat different from 
those of Mr Bratton. 
Mr. Bookwalter 


found the Russians very friendly to 
Americans. 
He holds that our 
best 
open door in central Asia and China is 
through 
R ussia.”

But there are many per* I 
sons who are so severely affected by par- ! 
ticular articles of diet that there is no 
question about the fact that some kinds 
of food aro iuoro or less poisonous to us 
all, although we may not suffer very 
greatly after eating them.

into convulsions if ho eats a single' 
strawberry, and even tho odor of straw- j 
berry jam in the neighborhood of jam 
factories almost throws him into a fit. i 
The writer knows if lady whose heart 
comes to a stop if she eats an egg.

The Korean nieth 
od of heating is excellently adapted to 
their resources and conditions. In build 
ing their bouses they lay down a sys­ 
tem of flues where the floor is to be 
These flues begin at a fireplace, which 
is usually placed in an outer shed or 
connecting closed alleyway. 
From this fireplace the flues extend 
in a more or less curved direction, like 
the ribs of a round fan, to a trench at 
the rear of the room, which in turn 
opens into a chimney, which is usually 
placed some distance from the house 
Flat flagstones are then placed carefully 
over these flues, aud the whole is ce­ 
mented over and finally covered with a 
tldck oil paper, for which the country 
is noted. 
This paper keeps smoke from 
entering the room, aud a littlo straw or 
brushwood, used in the fireplace for 
cooking the rice, .serves to heat the 
.-tone 
fioor and gives an agreeable 
warmth, wliich lusts till the time of the 
ne.xt meal. 
Two hearings daily tend to give the 
people a inc(^ warm floor, upon w hicli 
they sit in the daytime and sleep ar 
night. 
By leaving their shoes at the 
doer the inmates preserve the paper 
floor, which from constant polishing 
takes on a rich brown color.-

The remitting party will ascertain, 
though, that American postoffices do not 
issue “ crossed” orders. 
Tile term iti question refers to two 
lines drawn with a pen from the top to 
the bottom of a postal order on its face 
near the middle and an inch or two 
apart. That treatment of a money order 
will prevent payment of it to any one 
but a banker, and if, as is sometimes 
done, the name of soino particular bauk 
is written in tho space between the 
lines the order will lie paid only to that 
institution. 
It is not necessary to use 
any words in addition to tile name of 
tho bauk. No explicit prohibition is re­ 
quired. Tho mere crossing of the order 
is a well understood signal to tho Brit 
isli postal authorities, for, while the 
custom is comparatively unfamiliar to 
people on this side of tho Atlantic, it i* 
common enough in tho United King 
dom 
When an American remits money in 
this maimer, lie crosses his order him 
self, but in several foreign countries the 
postoffice docs not give the order to the 
semhr, but transmits it directly to the 
paying office. 
The person who remits 
merely sends notice to the right person 
to go to the postoffice aud apply for tile 
money. 
Where this usage prevails the 
postoffice issues a crossed order becausi 
the sender cannot cross the order him 
self. Such is the practice, for instance, 
in Germany, 
Belgium, Austria aud 
Italy.—New York Tribune.

tend his master, and his o wn dclaratio n 
o f the facts u po n o ath, were du ly de­ 
po sited w ith a no tary at Reiu beck, who 
attests their receptio n and safe keeping. 
It is pro po sed to eu sbrine tbe precio u s 
relics in acarfpiu s and sim ilar articles

M oney-T hree Men Are In Jail, field 
on Suspicion. 


Mayor Bough had mach business to 
attend to this morning when he arrived 
<at his office, and the cases now in his 
'coart will be written about for several 
slays to come. 
Terry Carmen thought he would en­ 
joy himself last evening, and the first 
thing he did was to get drunk. Near 
midnight he entered a Sixth street res­ 
taurant. told those present who he was, 
and started some trouble which did not 
Bait the taste of the proprietor. Officer 
"Grim threw the police net about him, 
and Terry spent the night in jail. This 
morning he plead guilty to a charge of 
tieing drunk and acting disorderly and 
paid a fine amounting to $7 60. He was 
then released. 
Daniel Gourley, an individual who 
has been before the bar of justice many 
times, faced Mayor Bough this morn­ 
ing for the second time since he has 
been in office. Dan went from Canton 
to Sistersville recently aud came home 
a few days ago. He got drunk yester­ 
d ay and Officer Mahony gathered him 
in and put a charge of intoxication 
against him. This morning he told the 
■usual story, and as ho had a job in Sis­ 
tersville, ho was allowed to go without 
a fine. He promised not to return until 
next year. 
The restaurant of Joseph Hauck, in 
•Second street, was robbed Saturday 
blight of $27 from the cash drawer, and 
•a lot of change from the combination 
‘drawer. Who the offenders are is not 
known at present although a clue to the 
robbers is now being worked upon by 
the police. A watch owned by Ollie 
Neville was stolen at the same time. Its 
number was 45015, and was found Sun­ 
day afternoon on the person of Thomas 
©oyd, who was employed as a dish­ 
washer by Hauck. 
He was arrested 
Sunday afternoon in company with 
^Sidney Burrows by Officer Mahony. 
Boyd was flued for boing drunk yester­ 
day and in default of payment of his 
lino was remanded to jail. 
Another 
charge will no doubt 
be 
preferred 
against him by this evening, as it is 
'‘thought by the police he is implicated in 
r the robbery. At present a charge of 
suspicion is against him. 
Sidney Burrows, who was fined $9.60 
yesterday, obtained his release last even­ 
ing by paying the amount. 
The trial of William Morrow, which 
was to come off yesterday afternoon, has 
been continued until Jan. 19, at I 
o ’clock.

Garry. 
Tho case of Samuel Cookie will be 
Dheard tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Thomas Bridgetts called on the mayor 
and settled some trouble. He was not 
keeping his horse in a manner which 
suited his neighbor. 
John Purpnii and Edward Hoover, 
who asked to bo locked up Saturday, 
are still in custody. No charges are 
against them as yet, but the police are 
etill working on the case. 


TAKES ICE WATER BATHS. 


l°rofeNnor Suprarnmn** 
D aily 
A bln- 
tioiiN In (lie M o h a w k (liv e r. 
Professor L. Sugarman of 
Little 
Falls, N. Y., a Russian by birth, is at­ 
tracting attention for the reason that 
he takes a daily bath in the icy waters 
of the Mohawk river. Every morning 
from 200 to 400 people gather on the 
river bauk to see bim do it. His favorite 
bathing spot is near the river dam in 
the western part of the city. When the 
water is not too high. he stands unrb r 
the dam aud lets the water flow over 
him, and at other times he bathes in 
the still water of the Mill street race­ 
way. 
His nsual bour for bathing is between 
8 and 9 o’clock in the morning. 
He 
goes to the river bank and, standing 
on the snow and ice in his bare feet, 
begins to undress. Under his clothes he 
wears a pair of bathing trunks. His 
clothes off, he walks over the snow and 
ice into tho water. He immerses him­ 
self at once aud, after remaining in 
the water for a few moments, comes 
out and covers himself hastily with a 
bath robe. Taking a towel, he dries his 
hair 
thoroughly and then begins to 
dress himself. He does not shiver when 
going to or coming from tho water. 
The other morning the thermometer 
registered 12 degrees below zero, but 
Sugarman was at bis bathing spot on 
schedule time. He found that tho race­ 
way was frozen over solidly with ice 
and that boys were skating over his fa­ 
vorite swimming bole. Ho secured an 
ax, undressed himself and, with the 
aid of the bystanders, cut a hole in the 
ice. He plunged in among the ice cakes 
and came out smiling. After he bathes 
he takes a brisk walk for about half an 
hour, aud then he is ready for the day’s 
business. 
Professor Sugarman was born at St. 
Petersburg in 1842. He says he began 
the practice of outdoor wiuter bathing 
in his native country when he was 18 
years of age and kept it up until he 
came to the United States. He gave up 
the practice here until be became thor­ 
oughly acclimated. He believes that the 
outdoor baths are beneficial to him. 
They have a tendency to harden the 
flesh, and he never baa colds. Prior to 
taking up the system of outdoor bathing 
he was troubled with catarrh. Since 
then his catarrh has left him. He has 
not had a cold since he began the bath­ 
ing. The sensation experienced when 
going into the water, he says, is not one 
of coldness, bat he feels a pressing sen­ 
sation until he is fully immersed. On 
coming oat of the water as soon as he 
places the bath robe over him all feel­ 
ing of coldness is gone, no matter how 
cold the atmosphere. He doos not use a 
towel on coming out of tho water with 
the exception of carefully drying his 
hair. He is very plain in his habits, 
eats only substantial food and drinks 
nothing but hot and cold water 
Ile 
never uses tobacco. 
He weighs 218 
pounds aud is the picture of good health. 
—Special Cincinnati Commercial Trib­ 
une.

Patrick Lanphear Distinguishes 
Different Kinds by Smell.

Patrick J. Lanphear, who will rep­ 
resent the whisky interest of Kentucky 
at the PariH exposition in 1900, is 
known to fame as the Man with the 
Golden Nose. His sense of smell is de­ 
veloped so perfectly th.it lie can tell the 
age, the brand aud the history of any 
sample of Bourbon whisky submitted to 
him. 
By reason of this wonderful gift Mr. 
Lanphear has established a reputation 
as judge of Bourbon whiskies second tc 
no man in the United States. He opened 
his business career in a grocery in Lex­ 
ington, about 25 years ago, but he 
found that he could distinguish the dif­ 
ferent kinds of whisky merely from 
their smell, and he began to travel for 
a local distillery. Those were the days 
when each distiller had to place his 
own goods on the market, as the whole­ 
sale dealer had not stepped in and taken 
up that line of the business. Mr. Lan­ 
phear made a success as a salesman from 
the start, and his services have been in 
constant demand for years. He is a 
bachelor, however, and is content to 
live modestly in his little home in Lex­ 
ington and has refused many flattering 
offers. 
Ile has for years kept an eye out for 
bargains in pure Bourbon whiskies, and 
has from time to time bought choice 
lots in small quantities until he grad­ 
ually has become a whisky dealer on a 
small scale. He does not allow his own 
holdings, however, to affect his work 
for the different distillers who employ 
bim to sell their products, and he actu­ 
ally is overrun with business. 
Mr. Lanphear has been indorsed by 
nearly all the leading distillers of the 
state, by the Distillers’ association, by 
Governor W. O. Bradley and ex-Lienten- 
ant Governor M. C. Alford, by the Lex­ 
ington chamber of commerce, by numer­ 
ous wholesale liquor dealers and by a 
number of leading public men of the 
state. 
Mr. Lanphear has given some remark­ 
able tests of bis power to tell the his­ 
tory of samples of whisky. A few days 
ago a sample was submitted to him, and 
he astonished the dealer by telling its 
history. He said the whisky was made 
in the spring of 1890 by a certain well 
known distiller, had been sent to Bre­ 
men, had been reshipped to America, 
had been bottled under government su­ 
pervision and then placed on the mar­ 
ket. As this was the actual history of 
the whisky the dealer aud his friends 
who were in the secret were astonish­ 
ed. They pressed Mr. Lanphear to tell 
them how it was be could tell the his­ 
tory of a whisky simply by smelling it 
He finally told them. 
It was not only his remarkable sense 
of smell, bat bis extraordinary memory 
for dates and small circumstances con­ 
nected with the making of whisky that 
enabled him to accomplish this wonder­ 
ful feat. He knew by the smell where 
the whisky was made and in what year. 
Then be remembered that all of the crop 
of that year not sold in this country as 
young whisky bad been exported to 
Bremen and had been sent back too late 
to oome in under the limitation by rea­ 
son of an accident to the ship bringing 
the whisky over. He remembered that 
the distiller obtained permission from 
the government to bottle the whisky 
under the superintendence of the United 
States storekeeper, as the cooperage had 
become so bad the whisky was in danger 
of being lost. Therefore as 6oou as he 
identified the whisky as the make of a 
certain distillery and of the certain year 
he knew at once its history. 
Owing to this peculiar memory for 
dates aud figures Mr. Lanphear is en­ 
abled to keep track of every important 
crop of Bourbon whisky, and, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, he knows the whereabouts 
of every crop made by leading distil­ 
leries in the last five years, and he 
knows what beoame of the principal 
crops made since 1875. Being the most 
accomplished judge of Kentucky whis­ 
kies in the state, no other man has been 
mentioned as a possible representative 
of the Kentucky whisky interest at 
Paris. 
Mr. Lanphear comes of French Hugne- 
not stock, his ancestors fleeing to Ire­ 
land to escape the frenzy of Catherine 
de Medioi and her followers, tbongb the 
Lanpbears afterward beoame Catholics.

Patrick J. Lanphear, who will rep­ 
resent tho whisky interest of Kentucky 
at the Paris exposition in 
1900, is 
known to fame as the Man with the 
Golden Nose. His sense of smell is de- 
begiijs to undress. Under his clothes he j vej„p(,(i fi0 perfectly that ho can tell tho 
age, the brand and the history of any 
sample of Bourbon whisky submitted to 
him. 
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wears a pair of bathing trunks. 
His 
clothes off, lie walks over the snow and 
ice into tho water. 
He immerses him­ 
self at once aud, after remaining in 
the water for a few moments, comes 
out and covers himself hastily with a 
bath robe. Taking a towel, he dries his 
hair 
thoroughly and then begins to 
dress himself. He does not shiver when 
going to or coming from tho water. 
The other morning the thermometer 
registered 12 degrees below zero, hut 
Sugarmill! was at his bathing spot on 
schedule time. Ho found that the race­ 
way wuH frozen over solidly with ice 
aud that boys were skating over his fa­ 
vorite swimming bole. 
Ho secured an 
ax, undressed himself and, with the 
aid of tho bystanders, cut a hole in the 
ice. He plunged in among tho ice cakes 
and came out smiling. 
After he bathes 
he takes a brisk wulk for about bnlf an 
bour, uud then he is ready for the day’s 
business. 
Professor Sugarmun was born at St. 
Petersburg in 1842. 
He says ho began 
the practice of outdoor winter bathing 
in bis native country when ho was 18 
years of age and kept it up until he 
came to the United States. He gave up 
the practice here until he became thor­ 
oughly acclimated. He believes that the 
outdoor baths are beneficial to him. 
They have a tendency to harden the 
flesh, and he never has colds. 
Prior to 
taking up the system of outdoor bathing 
he was troubled with catarrh. 
Since 
then bis catarrh baa left him. He has 
not had a cold since he began the bath­ 
ing. 
The sensation experienced when 
going into the water, he says, is not one 
of coldness, but he feels a pressing sen­ 
sation until he is folly immersed. On 
coming out of the water as soon as he 
places the bath robe over him all feel­ 
ing of coldness is gone, no matter how 
cold the atmosphere. He doos not use a 
towel on coming out of tho water with 
tho exception of carefully drying his 
hair. 
He is very plain in his habits, 
eats only substantial food and drinks 
nothing but hot and cold water 
He 
never uses tobacco. 
He weighs 218 
pounds aud is tho picture of good health.

According to the Frankfurter Zei- 
tung, a brisk hair trade is likely to 
spring up iu Bismarck’s hair. 
From 
May I, 1890, till March 23, 1897, the 
duty of coiffeur to the chancellor de­ 
volved upon Mr. Robring of Bergedorf. 
He was permitted to take away the 
snippiugs, which he inclosed in enve­ 
lopes. 
These packets, with the letters 
of Bismarck’s valet asking him to at­ 
tend bis master, and his own dclaration 
of the facts upon oath, were duly de­ 
posited with a notary at Reinbeck, who 
attests their reception and safe keeping. 
It is proposed co enshrine the precious 
relics iu scarfpins and similar articles 
of personal adornment, with an enamel 
portrait of Bismarck. 


By reason of this wonderful gift Mr. 
Lanphear has established a reputation 
as judge of Bourbon whiskies second tc 
no man in the United States. Ho opened 
bis business career in a grocery in Lex­ 
ington, about 25 years ago, but be 
found that he could distinguish the dif­ 
ferent kinds of whisky merely from 
their smell, and he began to travel for 
a local distillery. Those were the days 
when each distiller had to place his 
own goods on the market, as the whole­ 
sale dealer had not stepped in and taken 
up that line of the business. 
Mr. Lan­ 
phear made a success as a salesman from 
the start, and his services have been in 
constant demaud for years. 
He is a 
bachelor, however, and is content to 
live modestly in his little home in Lex­ 
ington aud bas refused many flattering 
offers. 
Ile has for years kept an eye out for 
bargains in pure Bourbon whiskies, aud 
has from time to time bought choice 
lots in small quantities until he grad­ 
ually has become a whisky dealer on a 
small scale. He does not allow his own 
holdings, however, to affect his work 
for the different distillers who employ 
him to sell their products, and he actu­ 
ally is overrun with business. 
Mr. Lanphear bas been indorsed by 
nearly all the leading distillers of the 
state, by the Distillers’ association, by 
Governor W. O. Bradley and ex-Lieuten- 
ant Governor M. C. Alford, by the Lex­ 
ington chamber of commerce, by numer­ 
ous wholesale liquor dealers and by a 
number of leading public men of the 
state. 
Mr. Lanphear has given some remark­ 
able tests of his power to tell the his­ 
tory of samples of whisky. A few days 
ago a sample was submitted to him, and 
be astonished the dealer by telling its 
history. He said the whisky was made 
in the spring of 1890 by a certain well 
known distiller, had been sent to Bre­ 
men, had been reshipped to America, 
had been bottled under government su­ 
pervision and then placed on the mar­ 
ket. 
As this was the actual history ol 
the whisky the dealer and his friends 
who were in the secret were astonish­ 
ed. 
They pressed Mr. Lanphear to tell 
them how it was be coaid tell the his­ 
tory of a whisky simply by smelling i t 
He finally told them. 
It was not only his remarkable sense 
of smell, but his extraordinary memory 
for dates aud small circumstances con­ 
nected with the making of whisky that 
enabled him to accomplish this wonder­ 
ful feat. 
He knew by the smell where 
the whisky was made and in what year. 
Then he remembered that all of the crop 
of that year not sold in this country as 
young whisky bad been exported to 
Bremen and bad been sent back too late 
to come in under the limitation by rea­ 
son of an accident to the ship bringing 
the whisky over. He remembered that 
the distiller obtained permission from 
the government to bottle the whisky 
under the superintendence of tho United 
States storekeeper, as the cooperage had 
become so bad the whisky was in danger 
of being lost. 
Therefore as soon as ho 
identified the whisky as the make cf a 
certain distillery and of the certain year 
he knew at once its history. 
Owing to this peculiar memory for 
dates aud figures Mr. Lanphear is en­ 
abled to keep track of every important 
crop of Bourbon whisky, and, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, he knows the whereabouts 
of every crop made by leading distil­ 
leries in the last five years, and he 
knows what became of the principal 
crops made since 1875. 
Being the most 
accomplished judge of Kentucky whis­ 
kies iu the state, no other man has been 
mentioned as a possible representative 
of the Kentucky whisky interest at 
Paris. 
Mr. Lanphear conies of French Hugue­ 
not stock, his ancestors fleeing to Ire­ 
land to escape the frenzy of Catherine 
de Medici and her followers, though the 
Lanphears afterward beoaine Catholics.

Shades of 
Nansen and ail the arctic men I I do 
not understand why they are not all 
pillars of ice unless it be that there are 
no trees to clump snow on them. 
The spruce and hemlock of these 
pilrts all point upward as straight as 
one could S' t a lance, to resist tho con­ 
stant fall of snow. 
If one leaned ever

ice water and other rough and unusual 
treatment, 
all 
without 
wincing or 
showing a sign of life. Ile deceived the 
Lancaster 
county officials 
for 
four j 
months so completely that he was trans­ 
ferred from the jail where he was con­ 
fined to tho hospital. Finally one night 
recently his opportunity arrived, and j 
when morning dawned the supposed un- j 
conscious cataleptic had disappeared. 
Dieffenderfer conies from a good fain- 
j 
ily, but when still a lad a few years ago I 
was sent to the Huntingdon reforma- ' 
tory 
There he excited unusual atten- j 
tiou among the boys by his imitation of 
death. He could undergo about any sort 
of punishment and had such control of | 
his nerves that he could endure pain * 
aud even torture without wincing. 
He 
was on his good behavior, however, aud 
was finally released on parole and sent 
home to his people in Lancaster county. 
He had not been home long before ho 
was suspected of being concerned in a 
burglary. 
When an attempt was made 
to arrest him, he wounded several con­ 
stables. 
Four months ago he was placed in the 
jail at Martindale, 
Soon after this he 
startled the jail officials by appearing 
as if dead in his cell.

Ile is thin aud pinched, yet he 
looks fairly well in flesh, because he I 
invariably rallied to consciousness at j 
long intervals when driven by hunger. 
Those who know Diefft nderff r best 
; say he was not playing possum all the 
time. His condition may not have been 
total unconsciousness at all times and 
be may have been conscious at intervals 
; and still kept up his appearance to de­ 
ceive those about bim, all for a pur- ! 
pose, they admit. When in a cataleptic 
condition, be is insensible to pain. 
It 
was nothing for his arms to remain out- i 
stretched for an hour while in a stand­ 
ing position. Finally the muscles would 
! relax and the limbs would fall. 
The 
movement of his heart and lungs is nor­ 
mal, and the patient can be fed for 
weeks through a tube leading into the 
stomach.— Cleveland Plain Dealer.

M a n il a , Jan. IO.—It was just possi­ 
ble that today would see a peaceful so­ 
lution of the situation. 
Meanwhile all sorts of alarmist ru­ 
mors were in circulation. 
The United 
States authorities were taking every 
preciutiou; the troops in quarters were 
under arms aud the Californians had 
disembarked from the transports. 
The natives, it was reported, had been 
ordered not to work for the Americans 
and the employes in tho commissary de­ 
partment had goue on strike. 
Many 
natives were leaving the city. 
Major General Otis, however, had 
the whole situation thoroughly rn hand. 
A second proclamation by Aguin­ 
aldo, bearing tile same date as the one 
which immediately followed the procla­ 
mation of Major General Otis, based 
upon President McKinley’s instructions, 
first appeared on the streets, but it was 
alleged to have been recalled, 
its thrills 
were much more vehement thau those 
used iu the hist proclamation. 
Aguin­ 
aldo threatened to drive the Americans 
troin tho islands, called the Deity to 
witness that their blood would be on 
their own heads if it was shed and de­ 
tailed at greater length the promises he 
claimed were made by the Americans 
as to the part of the insurgents in the 
campaign. 
It was believed that this second proc­ 
lamation was the original draft which 
was uot adopted by the Filipino con­ 
gress at Ma lulus. 
San F ran cisco, Jan. 
IO.—Father 
Diaz, leader of the ten Spanish priests 
from Manila who were iu this city on 
the way to Tanaina, said in part; 
“The Filipinos are not naturally war­ 
like and would not be now opposing 
the United sautes were it not tor the 
leaders who are spurring them on. 
These leaders are in the work solely for 
personal gain, aud would prove hard 
masters for the weaker portion of the 
natives should tin y gain tile power. 
“As to Aguualdo himself, ho is a 
cralty fellow, and has a following 
among those people who hope to climb 
by his advancement. 
I do not consider 
Aguinaldo personally responsible for all 
tho brutality shown our friars, yet he 
could have prevented a good portion of 
it if he had seen lit to do so. ”

Courtroom yesterday afternoon 
while 
th e motion to quash the indictm ent 
a g a in st him w as being argued. 
His 
counsel, as announced yesterday, filed a 
m otion asking leave to w ith d raw the 
plea of not g u ilty ,aud to plead especially 
to th e indictm ent. 
J u d g e Sm ith perm itted the motion to 
be argued w ith th e special pleas to the 
indictm ent. 
T h e y were a plea in abate­ 
m e n t and a m otion to quash th e indict­ 
m e n t. 
The d e fen d an t claim s th a t the 
g ra n d jury by w h ich he w as indicted 
w as not d raw n and em paneled in ac­ 
cordance w ith th e directions of the 
c o a rt and tho law ; and th at th e indict­ 
m e n t is defective in th at it does not 
State where H enry Clark, tho m urdered 
m a n , died. 
U n d e r his ph*a of abate­ 
m e n t he claims th e shed Af tu rn ed the 
ju ry wheel to mix the nam es a n d then 
d re w out the n am es w ithout looking 
a n d handed th e m to the clerk. 
By the 
law h e is only to to rn the w heel to mix 
th e ballots, and th e clerk m u st draw 
th e m out. 
P ry o r’H counsel a d m it that 
this is a mere technicality, but the 
g ra v ity of the c h a rg e against him w ar­ 
ra n ts them in ta k in g advantage of any 
technicality. 
U n d e r the motion to quash th e indict­ 
m e n t Pryor claims th a t tho place of the 
crim e is not sufficiently stated. 
While! 
he ad m its tho indictm ent says tho blow 
w as struck iii C olum biana county it does 
not say where C lark died. 
H e claims 
C la rk ’s death is a material elem ent for 
tho crim e, and th e place of all m aterial 
elem ents must be stated in the indict­ 
m en t. 
The accused is supposed to have 
w aiv ed all defects which m ay be ex­ 
cepted to by m otion to quash or a plea 
in ab atem en t w h e n he pleads guilty or 
not guilty, hut it has been custom in 
this court to have th e prisoner e n ter his 
plea an d if his counsel finds a defect to 
p erm it him to w ith d ra w the plea in a 
reasonable time a n d to plead to th e in ­ 
d ictm ent. 
J u d g e Smith p erm itted the plea of not 
guilty to he w ith d raw n , but held th at if 
the sheriff by direction of the clerk and 
in his presence, a n d did it fairly and 
honestly, the act would be legal, the 
law being directory and not m andatory. 
On th e motion to quash the ju d g e held 
th a t th e striking of tho mortal blow was 
the essence of th e crim e ; th at from the 
re ad in g of the indictm ent 
inference 
would be draw n th a t Clark died in 
C olum biana county, but if the evidence 
should show beyond a reasonable doubt 
th a t C lark died elsew here w ithin a year 
and a day that w ould be sufficient to 
convict. 
Both plea in abatem ent and 
motion to quash th e indictm ent were 
overruled. 
To th e ruling the defendant 
excepted, and P ry o r was taken back to 
jail. 
A ttorney M artin said last n ig h t that 
they m ay not bo able to secure im port­ 
ant witnesses, and it is possible the case 
will not come up next week.

“ Americans do not dream of the w on­ 
derful things th at are going on in R us­ 
sia, ” 
said 
Mr. 
W. E. 
Bratton, 
an 
American m ining engineer, to a W ash­ 
ington Post reporter recently. 
“ I have been in Siberia for a year in 
tho interest of a London company, aud 
w hile in the czar’s dominions I found 
out enough to make me absolutely cer­ 
tain that the Russians contemplate the 
execution of the most gigantic scheme 
of territorial absorption ever undertaken 
by any race on this earth. 
There is no 
lim it to their ambition, and the idea of 
lailu re in their plans is not conceiva­ 
ble. 
To begin w ith, the will of the 
Russian people is absolute and not the 
caprice of tho czar, as most of our coun­ 
trym en are apt to think. 
The czar eau 
no more go contrary to public opinion 
in ids em pire than tho president of the 
U nited States can defy the wishes of 
the American people. 
“ In a long talk w ith a high Russian 
official last sum m er ho outlined to me 
the national programme. 
Among other 
th in g s he saids ‘The great belt of open 
country lying between the Ural moun­ 
tains and the Pacific ocean and includ­ 
ed w ithin the north tem perate zone is 
going to be throw n open for settlement. 
It w ill be a breeding ground for m il­ 
lions of our race. 
We w ill rear count­ 
less numbers of men and women, and 
h alf tho men w ill bo trained for war. 
W e w ill be able by that tim e to put 
m ore soldiers in the field than all the 
rest of Europe put together. When this 
condition arrives w hat power or what 
com bination of powers w ill be able to 
stop tis? A m erica will be our only ri­ 
val, but between us and the great re­ 
public across the sea there will be no 
clash, for sho will bo supreme iii her 
q u arte r of the world as w e w ill be in 
Europe and central Asia. 
“ ‘ We aro satisfied with present borne 
conditions, but ju n ta s soon as the op­ 
portune tim e comes we will without 
bloodshed or revolution dispense with 
tile czar and have a representative gov 
em inent. Look now a t the condition of 
Europe. There aro really but four lead­ 
ing 
powers— Russia, 
England, 
G er­ 
m an y and France. Prance is font disap­ 
pearing us a factor to the situation, for 
eith er she w ill go to the w all through 
some crisis like that now threatening 
her or by the sure process of internal 
decay. England thou will seize upon 
all her territorial 
possessions. 
In a 
q u arte r of a century from now France 
w ill be of no more consequence than 
Spain is today. 
Then G erm any will be 
left between E ngland aud Russia, aud 
G erm any, too, w ill be unable to stand 
the test of the survival of the fittest. I 
d o n ’t say these things will occur in a 
few years, but a century is nothing in 
the history of nations. 
“ 'Now , then, w hat have w e left but 
a fight to the finish between the Sluv 
and the Anglo-Saxon? A fter all, racial 
an tip ath y is at the bottom of the strife. 
The Russian despises the Briton, and 
the hatred is returned w ith vengeance. 
In the long run we shall beat England. 
W e w ill do it by sheer force of nam 
hers if through no other means. 
Eng 
land can continuo to boast of her su­ 
prem acy on the seas, but it m eans com- ; 
putatively little there, for we w ill shut 
her out of all eastern ports, and by land 
sho xviii no inoro compare w ith us tliuu 
a pygm y w ith a giaut. 
‘Sec w hat we have already done in 
the acquisition of Turkestan, M anchu­ 
ria and Mongolia. As sure aa fate China 1 
— not a part, but all of it— will in no 
d ista n t tim e bo an integral purl of the 
gre at Russian empire. 
There is no hu ­ 
m an power th at can stop us. 
O ur Sibe­ 
rian railroad is but tho beginning of a 
system of railw ay lines that w ill pone-1 
trute every p a r to f China and will make 
I our hold on th a t country permanent, 
aud I can tell you still more. 
Russia 
doesn’t want any outsiders in C hina or 
any other part of her Asiatic dominions, 
aud w hen the tim e conies she will sa? 
to E ngland und to G erm any aud even 
to th e United states, This territory ii 
exclusively for us; we do not lneau to 
be ru d e ; but, gentlemen, yon m ust get 
out. 
Aud get out they will, for, with 
all th e railw ays in our possession and 
w ith a million soldiers, who w ill oppose 
us?’ 
“ T h is was only a small part of what 
my Russian friend told me, but before 
I left the country I talked w ith other 
high class men, and every one confirm 
ed his statements. 
My own judgm ent 
is th a t there is nothing improbable or 
visionary in the programme. 
I think 
that B assia is as certain to dominate 
Asia as we are to rule this continent. 
The Englishm en I mot abroad are cer 
lain th a t ultim ately they have got to 
fight Russia, for th e Slav is not going 
to be satisfied w ith Korea, China, P er­ 
sia au d the rest. H e has poshed his iron 


Highway w itnin VO miles or th© indian 
frontier and dreams of the day when 
he will strip John Bull of all his pos­ 
sessions there. 
This be can do just as 
easily as he could take Canada, for the 
geographical situation is almost identi­ 
c a l.” 
Another American observer who bas 
been journeying in the czar's domains 
is John VV Bookwalter of Ohio. 
Ho 
spent three mouths in Russia, m u ch of 
which time was passed in travel along 
the lines of new railways being laid by 
the cza r’s government in Asia. His con 
elusions are somewhat different from 
those of Mr Bratton. 
Mr. Bookwalter 


found the Russians very friendly to ; 
Americans. 
He iiolds that our 
best 
open door in central Asia aud China is 
through 
R ussia.”

A physician, writing in the Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer on “ Foods and Their 
Effect on the Hnmuu System,” says: 
That out of sorts feeling from which 
most of us suffer half the days of our 
life is usually due to our eating things 
we shouldn’t. 
Although we are con­ 
structed on the same model, scarcely 
any two people have exactly the same 
kiud of heart, liver and other organs, 
and as a result nothing is truer than 
the saying that “ One m an’s meat is an ­ 
other man’s poison. ” 
Meat, for instance, is a slow poison 
to u number of individuals. 
If there is 


A gouty strain in your family, you are 
storing up future torture for yourself 
j every time you eat a chop or piece of 
I beef. 
Gout is simply the result of too 
much uric acid in the blood, and meat j 
is full of the material from which nrio 
acid is made. 
Von may think that so long as yon 
have not to sit in an easy chair all day 
there is no need for precautions in diet. 
Bat tho first symptoms are always 
mild, aud if yon feel irritable and un­ 
able to settle down to work you had 
better be careful bow much meut yon 
eat. 
Englishmen are said to be the 
worst tempered people on earth. 
They 
are also the most gouty, and there can 
be no doubt that they are the greatest 
meat eaters. 
Nothing is more nourishing than 
sugar, yet it is absolutely poison to 
those who are prone to diabetes, and 
any one inclined to corpulency should 
regard it as a natural enemy. 
I wo 
lumps of sugar per day in excess of the 
quantity required by the body would 
add 60 pounds to a m an’s weight in five 
y e a rs— that is, of course, if he had the 
sort of constitution that easily puts on 
tiesb. 
But it is not sugar alone which is in­ 
jurious to diabetic aud stout people. 
The former should not look at porridge, 
rice, beet root, Spanish onions, 
port 
wine. rom or ginger beer; the latter 
should take neither aoup, beer, potatoes 
nor treacle, while gouty people should 
not touch peas or beans. 
If soy near mem ber of your family 
has S t Vitus’ dance or epilepsy, you 
should est meat very sparingly and 
grapes not st all, while you might as 
well think of committing suicide es fro 
qucating the barroom. 


For dyspeptics it is impossible to say 
what food is good, because everything 
is bad. 
White bread remains undigest­ 
ed for hours, brown bread is most irri­ 
tating and injurious, vegetables are con­ 
verted into gases and painful acids, and 
most kinds of meat are too heavy. Tho 
dyspeptic, in fact, ought never to have 
been born. 
However, since the sufferer from dys­ 
pepsia must eat, let bim follow this rule, 
and it may bring relief: Eat a little of 
everything, but eat sparingly, never 
leaving the table with a sense of hav­ 
ing eaten sufficient; eat slowly. Masti­ 
cate all food thoroughly and never drink 
while eating. If he must drink, let him 
drink after ho bas finished outing. 
No doubt the majority of people see 
d o connection between their ailments 
and the breakfast or dinner which they 
have enjoyed. But there are many per­ 
sons who are so severely affected by par­ 
ticular articles of diet that there is no 
question about the fact that some kinds 
of food aro inoro or less poisonous to us 
all, although we may not suffer very 
greatly ufter eating them. An acquaint­ 
ance of tho w riter’s, for example, falls 
into convulsions if ho cats a single 
strawberry, aud even the odor of straw- i 
berry jam in the neighborhood of jam 
factories almost throws him into a fit.

Tho writer knows if lady whose heart 
comes to a stop if she eats an egg. 
Of 
course she never intentionally eats one | 
now, but frequently on tubing a piece 
of cake or some kind of pudding or 
sauce containing eggs she swoons. 
Many people get cramp in the stom­ 
ach from eating boney, and more than 
one death has resulted from this cause 
Others are made violently sick by the I 
smell of apples, aud a patient of the 
w riter’s has often averred that even the 
sight of l>eet root seemed to suffocate 
bim, while another bad to give up 
drinking milk because it produced in­ 
tense inflammation of the eyes. 
Many kinds of fish canso serious ill 
Dess. 
Lobsters and crabs produce most 
painful itching in somo people, and tho 
writer has known several who after eat­ 
ing ."linen felt a horrid taste in the 
mouth, and soon after suffered so badly 
from headache as to be compelled to go 
to bed. 
These latter are the extreme instances 
of injury from food, but they prove that 
thousands of people suffer in a Jess de­ 
gree, and that 
probably no one can 
lunch or dine without swallowing aome- 
thing poisonous to his system.

Tile remitting party will ascertain, 
though, that American postoffices do not 
issue “ crossed” orders. 
The term in question refers to two 
lines drawn with a pen from the top to 
the bottom of a postal order on its face 
near the middle aud an inch or two 
apart. That treatment of a money order 
will prevent payment of it to any one 
but a baidar, aud if, as is sometimes 
done, the name of somo particular bank 
is written in the space between the 
lines the order will bo paid only to that 
institution. 
It is not necessary to use 
any words in addition to the name of 
tho bauk. No explicit prohibition is re­ 
quired. 
Tho mere crossing of the order 
is a well understood signal to the Brit 
ish postal authorities, for, while tim 
custom is comparatively unfamiliar to 
people on this side of the Atlantic, it is 
common enough in the United King 
dom 
When an American remits money in 
this manner, he crosses bis order him ­ 
self, I ut in several foreign countries the 
postoffice does riot give the order to th*' 
sender, but transmits it directly to the 
paying office. 
The person who remits 
merely sends notice to the right person 
to go to tho postoffice ami apply for the 
money. 
Where this mage prevails the 
postoffice issues a crossed order hocausi 
the sender cannot cross the order him 
self. Such is the practice, for instance, 
in Germany, 
Belgium, Austria aud 
Italy.—New York Tribune.

The Korean math 
od of beating is excellently adapted to 
their resources and conditions. In build 
ing their bouses they lay down a sys­ 
tem of dues where the floor is to be 
These flues begin at a fireplace, which 
is usually plaoed in an outer shed or 
connecting closed alleyway. 
From this fireplace the flues extend 
iu a more or less curved direction, like 
the ribs of a round fun, to a treucb at 
the rear of the room, which in turn 
opens into a chimney, which is usually 
placed some distance from the house 
Flat flagstones are then placed carefully 
over these flues, aud the whole is ce 
mented over and finally covered with a 
thick oil paper, for which the country 
is noted. 
This paper keeps smoke from 
entering the room, aud a little straw or 
brushwood, 
uh d in the fireplace for 
cooking the rice, serves to heat the 
stone 
floor and gives an agreeable 
warmth, which lusts till the time of tho 
next meal. 
Two heatings daily tend to give the 
people a nice warm floor, upon which 
they sit in the daytime and sleep ar 
night. 
By leaving their shoes ut the 
door the inmates preserve tho paper 
floor, which from constant polishing 
takes on a rich brown color.-

their smell, and he began to travel for 
a local distillery. Those were the days 
when each distiller had to place his 
own goods on the market, as the whole­ 
sale dealer had not stepped in and taken 
up that line of the business. 
Mr. Lan­ 
phear made a success as a salesman from 
the start, and his services have been in 
constant demand for years. 
He is a 
bachelor, however, and is content to 
Jive modestly in his little home in Lex­ 
ington aud bas refused many flattering 
offers. 
He has for years kept an eye out for 
bargains in pure Bourbon whiskies, aud 
has from time to time bought choice 
Jots in small quantities until he grad 
ually has become a whisky dealer on a 
small scale. U h does not allow his own 
holdings, however, to affect his work 
for the different distillers who employ 
him to sell their products, and be actu 
ally is overrun with business. 
Mr. Lanphear bas been indorsed by 
nearly all the leading distillers of the 
state, by the Distillers’ association, by 
Governor W. O. Bradley aud ex-Lieuten 
ant Governor M. C. Alford, by the Lex­ 
ington chamber of commerce, by num er­ 
ous wholesale liquor dealers and by a 
number of leading public men of the 
state. 
Mr. Lanphear has given some rem ark­ 
able tests of bis power to tell the his­ 
tory of samples of whisky. A few days 
ago a sample w ;ir submitted to bim, and 
ie astonished the dealer by telling its 
History. 
He said the whisky was made 
in the spring of 1890 by a certain well 
known distiller, had been sent to B re­ 
men, bad been reshipped to America, 
had been bottled under government su­ 
pervision and then placed on the m ar­ 
ket. 
As this was the actual history of 
the whisky the dealer and his friends 
who were in the secret were astonish­ 
ed. 
They pressed Mr. Lanphear to tell 
them how it was he coaid tell tho his­ 
tory of a whisky simply by smelling it. 
He finally told them. 
It was not only his remarkable sense 
of smell, but bis extraordinary memory 
for dates aud small circumstances con­ 
nected with the making of whisky that 
enabled him to accomplish this wonder­ 
ful feat. 
He knew by the smell where 
the whisky was made and in what year. 
Then he remembered that all of the crop 
of that year not sold in this country as 
young whisky had been exported to 
Bremen and had been sent back too late 
to come in under the limitation by rea­ 
son of an accident to the ship bringing 
the whisky over. 
He remembered that 
the distiller obtained permission from 
the government to bottle the whisky 
under the superintendence of the United 
{states storekeeper, as tho cooperage had 
become so bud the whisky was in danger 
of being lost. 
Therefore as soon as he 
identified the whisky as the make of a 
certain dist illery and of the certain year 
he knew at once its history. 
Owing to this peculiar memory for 
dates aud figures Mr. Lanphear is en­ 
abled to keep track of eveiy important 
crop of Bourbon whisky, aud, as a m at­ 
ter of fact, he knows the whereabouts 
of every crop made by leading distil­ 
leries in the lust five years, and he 
knows w hat became of the principal 
crops made since 1875. 
Being the most 
accomplished judge of Kentucky whis­ 
kies in the state, no other man bus been 
mentioned us a possible representative 
of the Kentucky whisky interest at 
Baris. 
Mr. Lanphear comes of French Hugue­ 
not stock, his ancestors fleeing to Ire­ 
land to escape the frenzy of Catherine 
de Medici and her followers, though the 
Lauphears afterward became Catholics.

Canadian Wood* In Winter. 
The conn try of the Little Saguenay 
Is as rough as any part of the Rocky 
mountains. 
It is tit© custom to dress 
lightly for traveling, notwithstanding 
the 20 degrees below zero, and even 
then one perspires very freely, making 
it impossible to stop lom^for a rest, on 
account of the chill of trie open pores. 
Le forms on eyebrow, hair aud mus­ 
tache, while the sweat freezes in scales 
rn the back of one’s neck. 
The snow 
falls from the trees on tile voyager, and 
melting slightly from the heat of the 
body, forms cakes of ice. 
Shades of 
Nansen and all the arctic men J I do 
not understand why they are not all 
pillars of ice unless it be that there are 
no trees to damp snow on them. 
Tile spruce aud hemlock of these 
pdrts all point upward as straight as 
one could s<-t a lance, to resist tho con­ 
stant fall of snow. 
If one leaned ever 
so little out of the perpendicular, it 
could not survive the tremendous aver­ 
age of 50 feet of snowfall each winter 
Their branches, too, do not grow loug, 
else they would snap under the weight. 
Every needle on the evergreens has its 
little burden of white, and without in­ 
termission tho snow comes sifting down 
from the sky through the hush of the 
winter.

In Albert Dieffenderfer, whoJivesat 
Hiukietown, a small village near Read­ 
ing. Pa., the officer? of the law recently 
secured a strange character. 
He can 
throw himself into a cataleptic state at 
will, can imitate a mesmeric subject 
perfectly, can appear os if dead, can 
suffer needles to be thrust into bis body, 
can endure hot irons placed at his feet 
and can resist electric shocks, the sud­ 
den dash of cold water, a plungo into 
ice water and other rough and unusual 
treatment, 
all 
without 
wincing or 
showing a sign of life. Ile deceived the 
Lancaster 
county officials 
for 
four 
months so completely that he was trans­ 
ferred from the jail where he was con­ 
fined to tho hospital. Finally one night 
recently his opportunity arrived, and 
when morning dawned the supposed un­ 
conscious cataleptic had disappeared. 
Dieffenderfer comes from a good fain- j 
ily, but when still a lad a few years ago I 
was sent to the Huntingdon reforma- | 
tory 
There he excited unusual atten­ 
tion among the boys by bis imitation of 
death. He could undergo about any sort 
of punishment aud had such control of 
his nerves that ho could endure pain 
aud even torture without wincing. 
He 
was on his good behavior, however, and 
was finally released on parole and sent 
home to his people in Lancaster county. 
He had not been home long before be 
was suspected of being concerned in a 
burglary. 
When an attempt was made 
to arrest bim, he wounded several con­ 
stables. 
Four months ago be was placed in the 
jail at Martindale. 
Soon after this he 
startled tile jail officials by appearing 
as if dead in bis cell. 
They thought ho 
was in a trance, 
lie was seen to 
breathe, but he could not be aroused. 
No matter what was done to him, with 
heat or with cold, vs itll needles or an 
electric battery, the young mau lay 
there, 
apparently unconscious. 
The 
prison physician diagnosed tho case as 
seemingly one of catalepsy. 
The attern 
tion of the court was directed to the 
matters and a committee of three physi­ 
cians was appointed to investigate. 
The physicians made a thorough and 
rigid inquiry. Dieffenderfer stood every 
test. 
Un the strength of the report of 
this committee the court ordered the 
lad to be removed from the jail to the 
hospital. * Ho remained there as a re­ 
markable cataleptic patient until Nov. 
20, when the guard at 5 a. rn. discov­ 
ered that he had vanished. 
With him 
went the clothing of another patient, as 
Dieffenderfer’s had been locked up. 
The patient disappeared during a 
bowling blizzard. 
For awhile it wus 
feared that he had perished in the 
mountains if he had escaped while out 
of bis mind. 
For days nothing was 
beard from him. Then he was found at 
the house of his grandfather, John Mc­ 
Carthy, at Hinkletown. 
The lad told 
the constable that be bad walked all 
the way from Lancaster to his grandfa­ 
ther’s; that he had trudged through the 
snow alone aud unaided all the way in 
bis weakened condition; that several 
times he felt as if he must drop aud 
perish in the cold, but that the same 
will power which he had employed in 
his game of possum iii jail and hospital 
had curried him through, 
in speaking 
of bis experiences while in custody lie 
said he could not keep up the deception 
any longer, as it was too hard on his 
nerves, aud that he was obliged to keep 
tip the semblance of death so very long 
because the attendants watched him so 
closely. He is thin aud pinched, yet he 
looks fairly well in flesh, because he 
invariably rallied to consciousness at 
long intervals when driven by hunger. 
Those who kuow D i e ff e n d e r fe r best 
say ho was not playing possum all the 
time. His condition may not liuvu been 
total uucnnsciouxuess at all times and 
bo may have been conscious at intervals 
and still kept up bis appearance to de­ 
ceive those about him, all for a pur­ 
pose, they admit.
